Wealth Hoarded Abroad to 
Bring Death, Hitler 


Declares 


BERLIN, Dec. 2--The Nazi 
government promulgated a series 
of startling laws today designed 
to keep German wealth within 
the Reich and to perpetuate Nazi- 
ism in future generations, The 
laws, passed by the cabinet with 
Chancellor Hitler himself presid- 
ing, decreed: 

1—Death penalties for Germans 
who “unscrupulously” hoard wealth 
in foreign lands and “damage the 
German economy.” 
2—Incorporation of every Ger- 
man boy and girl, without excep- 

tion, into the Hitler youth move-/| 
ment to be trained “physically, 
spiritually and morally.” 
3—Accelerated exploitation 
mineral resources “even when own- 
ers are unwilling or not in a posi- 
tion” to undertake such exploita- 
tion. | 
4—Standardization of real pro-| 
perty taxes throughout the Reich.

CANTERBURY AND 
KING’S SURGEON 
IN OPPOSITION 


| LONDON, Dec, 2—The House of 
Lords last night voted down pro- 
posed legislation to permit medical 
men to kill patients suffering from 
agonizing incurable ailments. 

Under the weight of opposition 
from such persons as Lord Dawson 
of Penn, the King’s physician. and 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
proposal was rejected by a vote of 
35 to 14, 

EVENTUALLY PASS 

Despite present defeat, the bill's 
sponsor, Lord Ponsonby, predicted 
eventual passage of a_ revived 
measure to permit “euthanasia” 
(easy death). 

“IT am certain,” he said, “that 
the time will come when parlia- 
ment will have to regulate the 
matter and I am certain that a 
measure of this kind will be ac- 
cepted some day, 

“I am afraid the alliance between 
prelates of the Church of England 


and doctors will defeat me, but 1 
think it is not the first time the 
priesthood and medical men have 


worked together.” 


MORE GENTLE 


In leading opposition to the bill, 
Lord Dawson said sentimen: was 
growing that the act of dying 
should be made more gentle, but 
that doctors alone could not deter- 
mine whether a patient's desire for 
death was mere impatience. 


| The Archbishop of Canterbury 
| said “I cannot but think that it is 
better to leave this difficult and 


| delicate matter in the hands of the 
medical profession rather than to 
drag it into the open and regulate 
it by legal procedure. 

“In this matter I would trust the 
judgment and honor of the medical 
profession.” 


DIVINE RIGHT 


Viscount Fitzalan, a Roman Cath- 
olic, said “People of all creeds have 
as a whole accepted the tredition 
that the Almighty reserves to Him- 
self alone the power to determine 
the moment when life shall become 
extinct.” 

He termed the bili a measure 
to “legalize murder and suicide,” 
after Lord Ponsonby in urging 
passage asserted “we want to be 
as merciful to one another as we 
are to animals.” 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
however, declared “If there a‘e ex-

The setting up of a sentence 
board of experts who would deter- 
mine sentences to be passed on 
prisoners found guilty by a judge 
“after the prisoner has been under 
observation for two or three 
months,” was suggested by Prof. F.
